And now, heavenly Father, we would 
offer up our humble thanksgivings for all 
thy great mercies and goodness to us 
in body and soul ; especially for thine in- 
estimable love in the gift of thy dear Son 
to redeem, and of thy Holy Spirit to purify 
our souls ; for our numerous means of 
grace, and for our bright hope of glory. 
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May our souls bless Thee, and all that is 
within us praise thy holy name in time 
and in eternity, through Jesus Christ, our 
only hope and Saviour; to whom, with 
Thee, and the Holy Ghost, be ascribed all 
honour and glory, now and for ever..

May their 
number be increased in all parts of the 
world ; and by their labours may there be 
multitudes added to the Church of such as 
shall be saved. Regard with thy tender 
mercy our dear friends and relations, and 
supply all their need according to thy riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus. Forgive our 
enemies ; and give us grace cordially to 
forgive every one his trespasses against us. 

We commit ourselves to thy guidance 
and protection for the day. Watch over

Yet when we review the day that is now 
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closing, what just cause for humiliation, 
sorrow, and fear, do we find ! 

O God, forgive our waste of time, our 
neglect of duties, and all our unworthy ser- 
vices. Pardon the rash and angry words 
we may have spoken, and any evil temper 
we have indulged. 

Pardon every word, or action, contrary 
to strict integrity ; and whatever thy pure 
eyes may have seeil that has been untruth- 
ful, or deceitful in any of us. 

Pardon our want of watchfulness, our 
worldliness, our unkindness, or imcharitable 
feelings towards others. Pardon our for- 
getfalness of the very prayers which we 
professed to offer this morning. And es- / 
pedally we ask that in mercy Thou wilt 
forgive that sin which is the cause of all 
our forgetfiilness of Thee. 

For these, and all other our infirmities, 
ignorances and transgressions, we earnestly 
implore forgiveness in the name of thy dear 
Son Jesus Christ, our Lord. May we all be 
of that blessed number, who, being "justi- 
fied by faith in Him have peace with Thee.^^
